Oovprnment House Has a Very Narrow 
Ksciipe from thfi Flames. 

At live iiiiiiutes past live o'clock last 
evening a telep^ioiiic nieaaage from llov- 
ernincnt l.iouso called the /iremeii out, 
antl i"Jt all the bells ringing. 

The boya made good time in hitching 
up, and the new engine was at the hy - 
drant nearest to the scene in exactly 
four minutes.

The fire had originated tliroiigh 
a defective oliiuiney leailing from the 
boiler used in heating the house, 
tho Koot catching fire, communicating 
in the lluo and to the woodwork of the 
roof. The total aiiiotmt of damage 
done will bci fully covered at iiii es- 
timate of .?oO. hub had there been any 
delay by the depai tiiicnt in getting to 
work, or had the lire gained headway 
before their i-.rrival, Carey Castlo must 
have been oomplotely devoured by tho 
tlaincs, owing to its distance from a fire 
hydrant, and the consequent inability 
of the department to get a stream 
working with their orilinary prompti- 
tude. 

It is to be expected that tho narrow 
escape of Government House will de- 
monstrate the necessity of providing 
another hydrant at the top of the hill, 
aa at present many tine residences are 
in the greatest danger. 

There were two incidents worthy of 
record during the cxcitomentof the 'fire, 
the riiiming away of the hook ond lad- 
der horse after the fire had been sub- 
dued, and the breaking of the aide 
irons of "No. 3 hose cart on its way to 
the lire. Fortunately the injury to the 
machine was not bad enough to inter- 
fere with its arriving promptly on the 
aceno.
